ABOU T WOMAN’S H IG H TS. 
Once in a while—well, in fact, a great 
many times—a woman of broad sense 
and strong intelligence will come to the 
surface |with j something practical and 
sensible on the question of the rights cf 
women. One of this class is Mrs. [Hose 
Terry Cooke, who writes an article on 
‘ {J he rights of women,” for the Septem­ 
ber number of the North American Re­ 
view. Mrs. Cooke cxaminesfa few of 
these rights, which she thinks "ought to 
be Belf-evideno8 both to men and wo­ 
men .” Her position is this 
First—A woman has a right to re­ 
spect, as a woman, as long as she respects 
herself; and then Mrs. Cooke states a 
fact, as unwelcome as it may be to the 
majority of men, that this respect is dif­ 
ficult for men to exercise when the spirit 
of the age is against such an opinion; 
and then she alludes to the newspaper 
skits at women, "their folly, their ex­ 
travagance, their ignorance, their short­ 
comings as mothers, wives, girls in so­ 
ciety, mothers-in-law and old maids.” 
Second—-Women have a right to care 
and consideration on the score of their 
physical organization, and that the laws 
of nature langh at the unreasonable de­ 
mand that women shall be placed on an 
equality with men. 
Third—A woman has a right to her own 
religious opinions and preferences; and 
Mrs. Cooke states that the married 
woman almost inevitably (eaves ber own 
church 
and goes with her husband* 
whether he is a member of the church he 
attends or not. 
Fourth—Every mother-woman bas a 
right to .-bare in the decisions of the 
father concerning their children’s edu­ 
cation ; and thi9 point is well taken: “ It 
is impof ibie for a man engaged in the 
aotive business ct life, separated from 
bis children during the week days, and 
not extremely intimate with them on 
Sundays, to understand their characters 
ae well as the mother, who is their daily 
friend and guide.” 
Fifth—A woman has a light to ohoose 
her 
; own 
husband, 
for 
to 
her 
belong 
all 
the 
consequences 
of 
such 
a 
choice. 
“ To 
a 
woman 
a mistake in this matter is a mistake that 
involves portentous consequences, and 
no reasonable man or woman should be 
willing to take the great responsibility of 
directing or forcing that choice which 
will make or mar a whole life.” 
Sixth—A woman should be allowed to 
ohoose her own physician, and as triyia* 
as this matter may seem, Mrs. Cooke 
makes a strong point tor this special 
right of women. 
Seventh—Every woman has a right to 
a home unless stringent ciroumstanoes 
prevent. There may be a nominal home, 
"where a wife leads such an unconsider­ 
ed. down-trodden existence, so lone Land 
loveless a life, that it is no real home to 
her, but simply the dwelling of one in 
captive. 
Eighth—A women has a right to the 
use and control of her own money, 
whether she inherits it or earns it. "There 
is a feeling among married men,” says 
Mrs. Cooke, "thBt women ought not to 
have money of their own; that they 
should ask their masters for Revery oent 
they need.” 
These are some of the "inalienable” 
rights of woman, which are more to be 
desited, for they are mere important 
than any sttRtage plank that can be put 
in a political platform.

Francois Millet, tho eldest son o 
the great Millet, and himself a painter, 
tells this story of tho famous "An­ 
gelus:” 
"It was thirty-four years ago 
My father had not succeeded in sell­ 
ing the picture. He could hardly show 
it to any one. 
Nobody wanted 
it. 
One day,, however, an American ama­ 
teur made an offer which my father 
accepted, only too happy at tho pros­ 
pect of receiving some money; but tho 
next day he received a letter from this 
gentleman telling him that, 
having 
reflected, ho would not buy tho picture, 
as it was too small for tho price. 
At 
last my father sold it for 1,800 francs.” 
The money paid at one time and an­ 
other for tho painting shows how it 
has grown valuable with age.

for $360, by Feydeau in 1870 for $600 
and was bought not long after by Van 
Praet for $1,000.

This in time 
so irritated the owner that he exchang­ 
ed it with John W. Wilson for another 
work by Millet. It was of course from 
Wilson that Secretan bought “The 
Angelus” for $32,000, and now the 
last price it fetched was $110,000.

A F lo rid a Man Cuts an A rtery, T akes 
M orphine and Shoots H im self. 


* S a n f o r d , Fla., Sept. 5.—A razor, mor­ 
phine and a revolver were the means adop­ 
ted by William K. Lento, of Seville, Put­ 
nam county, to kill himself to day. 
He 
first cut an artery in his arm, then drank 
a vial of morphine and finally shot him­ 
self in the head. 
Financial difficulties 
are supposed to have been the cause 
of this as lie had run through with his 
money and rumor has it 
also of Ms 
mother’s fortune. 
His father was Dr. 
Frederick R. Lento, a well-known New 
Yok physician. 
At his death, in 1884, 
young Lento organized a company to start 
a town south of here. 
He was also inter­

Books, photographs, 
and valuable souvenirs of tho interesting 
period whon the door-plato was new aud 
the name upon it famous are si atte red 
about upon tables and cabinets. 
Beyond 
the drawing room tho half-drawn portieres 
afford a glimpse of a library—such a cozy, 
horfie-liko room, with an open desk, an 
easy chair or two, and a sowing basket, 
placed in close proximity to ono another. 
A small, daintily formed woman cor­ 
dially greets tho ‘stranger, 
whom

No ono would ever believe that 
Mrs. Bloomer was years ago heralded, 
much against her wishes, as the great 
dress reformer.

place in the ’OQ’s is most interesting, Jespo- 
oially at a time whon tho Jenness-Miller 
models aro being so generally adopted- 
In January, 1649, thoro was a tem per­ 
ance paper started by a society of ladies at 
Seneca Falls, N. Y. 
The paper was called 
the Lily, and Mrs. 
Amelia Bloomer be­ 
came its editor. 
A fter tho third number 
$Irs. Blobbier assumed entire control of 
tho paper editorially and financially and 
she bogan to bo interested in the woman’s 
fights question, which was then first dis­ 
cussed. 
In I Boll there appeared in the 
Seneca County Courier a long communica- 
on from some one who advocated a 
Change in woman’s dross, and tho Turkish 
costume was suggested os both sensible and 
Docoming. 
Now tho editor of tho Senoca 
County County Courier had seen fit to 
frequently 
and 
ironically review the 
woman’s 
rights 
question, 
so 
Mr3. 
Bloomer 
took 
advantage 
of 
m a­ 
terial 
for 
a 
bantering 
editorial. 
In the next issue of tho Lily Mrs. Bloomer 
said that the Courier man had so fa r 
abandoned his conservative viows about 
women th at he actually recommended 
trousers to them. 
She furtherm ore enum­ 
erated various instances under which trous­ 
ers seemed absolutely indispensable to 
women. 
The Courier, in replying to the 
editorial in tho Lily, was deeply pained to 
soc Mrs. Bloomer treat a m atter of such 
grave importance with so much levity. 
While the Courier was trying to thus 
tram ple upon the Lily, Mrs. 
Elizabeth 
gm itn Miller, a daughter of tho Hon. 
G erritt Smith 
and a 
sister of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, went to visit in 
Seneca Falls, and she wore a costume 
which astonished all tho good pooplo of 
the totfh. 
It consisted of full trousers, a 
8h<?rt skirt, and qn ordinary bodice, When 
Mrs. Bloomer first saw Mrs. Miller go |?y, 
attired 
in the strange garments, 
she 
turned avfay from the window and laughed, 
little dreaming that hor own namo would 
pne day be inextricably connected with 
the costume that so much amused her. 
In 
a few days Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
adopted the short skirt and trouser!, and 
Mrs. Bloomer, as one of the loaders of tho 
movement toward 
the advancement of 
women, Was straightw ay persuaded to 
have ono of the new costumes made. 
In 
another week Mrs. Bloomer put off hor 
ordinary clothes and put on tho dress that 
thenceforth boro her name. 
In 1852 it was the fashion for womon to 
wear a groat number of skirts. 
In ordor 
to bo stylish, dressess had to stand out and 
form the largest possible circumference. 
Hoop skirts wore not yet worn, aud wTomen 
were accustomed to put on two or threo 
quilted and as many starched skirts, the 
latter having been carefully driod over 
barrels. 
The weight of tho skirts was ex­ 
tremely fatiguing, and the great mass of 
women recognized the injurious effect of 
such a fashion. 
Mrs. Bloomer's first re­ 
form dress was of figured silk, aud tho 
trousers, 
which were gathered a t the 
ankles 
were of the same soft material. 
Mrs. Stanton’s new dress was of stouter 
stuff, and consisted of a full suit of black 
broadcloth with spring-bottom trousers. 
Of course, the subject of dross was men 
tioned in the Lily, which had a large] Cir­ 
culation, 
The mails 
immediately brought 
hundreds 
of letters 
from women who felt 
the burdens and re­ 
straints of the pre­ 
vailing style of dress. 
Many 
adopted 
the 
short skirts and trous­ 
ers, but only to be 
laughed out of them; 
and, although 
Mrs. 
Bloomer wore the cos­ 
tume during the eight 
years that she was be­ 
fore the public, only 
a small portion 
of 
women even tried the 
odd dress. 
Mrs. Stan­ 
ton adhered to it two

tion that her clothes attracted to her was 
often so distasteful th at she was tempted 
to return to tho quilted petticoats and 
starched skirts. 
W henever aho finished a 
lecture people crowded around tho plat­ 
form and cast surreptitious glances a t her 
ankles. 
All sorts of absurd stories were 
circulated about her appearance, and the 
popular opinion 
was expressed by 
a 
woman who said to her: “ You’re not at 
all what I expected to see. 
I thought you 
were a coarse, Amazonian woman,” 
In England much curiosity was shown 
regarding the woman’s rights movement, 
and soon after the first furor over the 
short skirts and trousers a largo picture of 
Mrs. Bloomer appeared in tho London 
Illustrated News. 
In time tho Lily grew and flourished and 
became a semi-monthly publication. 
But 
one day Mrs. Bloomer was compelled to 
dispose of her paper. 
Mr. Bloomer had 
become affected with tho Western fever, 
and so the Lily was sold to Miss Mary 
Birdsall of Richmond, Iud. 
Tho cause of 
woman's rights had begun to be recog­ 
nized in tho years that tho Lily so bravely 
championed tho equal privileges of the 
sexos, and many women had joined the 
little group who first dared to suggest that 
woman’s sphere was almost as broad as 
that of man. 
When the Lily was first 
published there were only three avenues of 
employment opon to women—teaching, 
sewing, and housework—and every woman 
who to day occupies a position in a pro­ 
fession or a business is indebted to the few 
women who first had courage enough to 
agitate the subject of woman's rights. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Bloomer came west to 
their now home in Council Bluffs, and the 
little woman who so astonished the world 
by her independence retired from public 
life. 
In January, 1855, the second Ter­ 
ritorial legislature of Nebraska invited 
Mrs. 
Bloomer to deliver a lecture on 
woman's rights in the hall of the House of 
representatives at Omaha, and she spoke 
with so much effect th at a newspaper cor­ 
respondent gave her the highest praise in 
his power. 
He said: 
“ A man could not 
have beaten it.” 
Such is the history of the rise and fall 
of the Bloomer costume, a dress-reform 
movement that created moro talk than has 
any similar movement in this country.

Secretary of Agriculture, Hon. J . M. 
Rusk, has issued a circular in effect that 
the English sparrow must be extermin­ 
ated. Aooording to the Racine Journal 
an effort is now being made in that city 
to enforce the order, two young boys 
having slaughtered nine hundred and 
fifty, but that paper fails to note that any 
sparrows have been missed. 
Janesville 
bas an abundant stock of the little pests 
at this time, and ere winter sets in barrsi 
building cornices, and like places will 
swarm with them. 
It took about fifteen years to convinoo 
the American public that the sparrow 
was a pest rather than a benefao.or. 
There were protests from naturalists 
earlier than 1870, and the report that 
British farmers regarded the bird as an 
unmitigated nuisance made some people 
a trifle nervous. 
But up to a certain 
date scores of enthusiastic “benefactors” 
of the country were urging its introduc 
lion in increased numbers, aud aiding 
and protecting those already brought by 
every possible means, even to the enact­ 
ment of city ordinances aud police regu­ 
lations. During the next decade, how­ 
ever, more opposition was developed, 
and although sparrow enthusiasts were 
8till [providing nestiDg-boxes by the 
thousand and focd by the bari el in many 
cities where they had beoome abundant, 
and the disposition among practical cit­ 
izens to let the invaders shift for them­ 
selves steadily increased. Toward the 
latter part of this period a few laws 
which had particularly protected them 
were repealed, but id very few plaots 
were active measures adopted looking to 
the limitation or suppression of their in­ 
crease. 
W. T. Hill, of Indianapolis, trapped 
over -10,000 sparrows found the grain el­ 
evators and warehouses of that city, but

ceived by the agricultural department as 
to the damage by sparrows. The reports 
as to the injury to buds, blossoms, and 
foliage 
me from thirty-one states, tbe 
District of Columbta, and Canada, and 
consist cf replies from 584observers. Of 
these 265 allege positive damage of vary­ 
ing kind and degree, 12 are undeterruin­ 
ate, and the remaining 307 are favorable 
to the sparrow, at least nega tively' ines. 
much as that they report no damage of 
this kind observed. By far the greaser 
part (294) of these negative reports, how 
ever,have bittie weight, being brief, 
often monosyllabic, negatives written in 
reply to the schedule questions without 
anything to indicate the extent cr close­ 
ness of tbe writer’s observation. Less 
than one-twentieth—scracely less more 
than a dozen reports, in faot,— indicate 
that in spite of good opportunities and 
careful observation, no injury to buds or 
flowers baB been done. Ninety observers 
report injuries to foliage of vines, shrubs 
and trees through the sparrows roosting 
or nesting in them in large numbers. 
One hundred and twelve report injuries 
from the eating or wanton destruction of 
buds and blossoms of fruit trees. Forty- 
six report injuries to trees or vines with­ 
out specifying the nature or extent of 
the damage. 
As to the sparrow’s ravages on fruits 
garden seeds, and vegetables, tbe opin 
ions are quoted of 788 persons, of whom 
472 gave testimony against the sparrow 
270 gave testimony more or less favor­ 
able (but, as under the preceding ques* 
lions, mainly negative, as the result of 
soant observation), aud 37 gave testi­ 
mony whioh was partly favorable and 
partly unfavorable. Grapes seem to have 
been especially injured, and in Califor­ 
nia, where grape culture is an industry of 
paramont importance, the English spar­ 
row has takin firm root and is multiply­ 
ing and spreading with an ominous rapid­ 
ity ; and unless steps are taken to wipe 
out tbe pest at th*) earliest possible mo­ 
ment the result probably will entail a 
loss to the state of many thousand x, it 
not millions, of dollars. 
Equally serious is the loss to grain. 
Of 750 answers, 183 only favored the 
sparrow, while 562 spoke of more or less 
serious injury from his ravages. 
The 
habit of working around the edges of a 
field seems to be cbaristeristic of the 
sparrow, and is mentioned in scores of 
reports. Blackbirds, rioebirds, and oth­ 
ers which damage grain are more apt to 
avoid the edges cf the fields and settle in 
the midst of grair, where they are lees 
likely to be disturbed, but tbe sparrow 
seems to seek safely in tbe same way
